1. AS NOTED REFAIR, IN ACCORDANCE WITH SCHEDULE 
PREVIOUSLY AGREED TO BY USG, AGENCY HAS ANTICIPATED 
RECEIPT OF US PAYMENT OF FINAL OUTSTANDING BALANCE OF 
ITS ASSESSED CONTRIBUTION TO IAEA REGULAR BUDGET FOR 
CY 1974 DURING LATTER PART OF NOVEMBER OR EARLY PART OF 
DECEMBER 1974, WITH EXACT TIMING OF PAYMENT CONTINGENT 
UPON STATEMENT OF AGENCY CASH LIQUIDITY POSITION AT TIME 
AND FOR BALANCE OF CY 1974. 

2. AGENCY HAS PROVIDED FOLLOWING INFORMATION AS TO CASH 
LIQUIDITY POSITION:

DECEMBER EXPENDITURES ARE ALMOST ENTIRELY FOR PAYROLL 
WHICH, DUE TO CHRISTMAS HOLIDAY, WILL BE UTILIZED 
DURING WEEK OF DECEMBER 16-20. 

3. ONLY SIZABLE INCOME REMAINING OUTSTANDING AND EXPECTED 
DURING DECEMBER, ASIDE FROM FINAL US PAYMENT, ARE FINAL 
HALF OF PAYMENTS BY USSR, UKRAINE AND BYELORUSSIA; LATTER 
MEMBERS NORMALLY PAY HALF OF ANNUAL ASSESSMENT DURING 
JUNE AND HALF DURING DECEMBER EACH YEAR, BUT WITH ONLY 
ONE OR TWO EXCEPTIONS, DECEMBER PAYMENTS HAVE BEEN MADE 
SO LATE IN MONTH AS TO BE UNAVAILABLE TO MEET DECEMBER 
PAYROLL. ALSO, IN ACCORDANCE WITH USSR PRACTICE, AGENCY 
WILL NOT KNOW THAT PAYMENT WILL BE/HAS BEEN MADE AND FUNDS 
ARE AVAILABLE UNTIL RECEIPT OF CREDIT ADVICE UPON 

DEPOSIT OF FUNDS WITH AGENCY'S BANK IN NEW YORK. 

4. AGENCY HAS CONTACTED USSR MISSION AND REMINDED THEM 
THAT FINAL USSR PAYMENT LAST YEAR WAS MADE IN LATE 
NOVEMBER 1973 (WHICH SAVED AGENCY FOR SCRAPING BOTTOM 
ON CASH LIQUIDITY AT TIME OF DECEMBER 1973 PAYROLL), 

AND THAT SAME SCHEDULE WOULD BE MOST HELPFUL THIS YEAR, 

BUT USSR MISSION IS UNABLE TO OFFER ANY ASSURANCES AS 
TO TIMING WITHIN MONTH OF PAYMENT BY ITS GOVERNMENT, AND 
USSR HAS NEVER COMMITTED ITSELF IN WRITING TO AGENCY 
ON FORMAL PAYMENT SCHEDULE. AGENCY (ENNOR) HOPES THAT 
USSR WILL REPEAT LAST YEAR'S EARLY PAYMENT, BUT WILL 
NOT KNOW WHETHER OR NOT THIS WILL BE POSSIBLE UNTIL TOO 
LATE FOR KNOWLEDGE TO BE OF MUCH USE. 

5. ACCORDINGLY, AGENCY WOULD GREATLY APPRECIATE IT IF US 
COULD ADHERE TO PREVIOUSLY-AGREED SCHEDULE AND MAKE 
DEPOSIT TO AGENCY'S ACCOUNT IN NEW YORK (BANKERS TRUST) 
DURING FIRST WEEK OF DECEMBER 1974 AND IN ANY EVENT NOT 
LATER THAN DECEMBER 10, 1974, IN ORDER TO PERMIT FUNDS TO 
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BE AVAILABLE TO MEET DECEMBER PAYROLL AND AVOID RATHER 
STEEP CASH LIQUIDITY DEFICIT. IN VIEW PREVIOUS US AGREE- 
MENT ON THIS POINT, AND UNCERTAINTY AS TO PROSPECTS THAT 
USSR WILL COME THROUGH AGAIN THIS YEAR, MISSION RECOMMENDS 
THAT DEPT ATTEMPT TO MAKE DEPOSIT WHICH WILL MEET THIS 
SCHEDULE.
